To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Sevenoaks  Rural  District  Council 
Mr „ Chairman ,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
District  for  1970. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  the  District,  given  by  the 
Registrar-General,  was  45,740,  an  increase  of  490  over  the  19&9  figure. 

The  total  number  of  registered  live  births  was  598  (296  males  and 
302  females),  this  figure  being  a  little  lower  than  last  yearns  totalo  The 
crude  birth  rate  was  13 el  per  1,000  population,  the  corrected  birth  rate 
being  l4„0,  compared  with  16.0  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  totalled  446  (220  males  and 
226  females).  The  crude  death  rate  per  1,000  population  was  9°8  The 
corrected  death  rate  for  the  District  was  9o7  compared  with  11.7  for  England 
and  Wales. 


Deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  numbered  l6,  giving  an 
Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  27 ®0  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  l8.0  • 

The  Neo-Natal  death  rate  (the  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  four  weeks) 
was  22.0  * 


There  were  26  deaths  from  Cancer  of  the  Lung  and  Bronchus  (20  males 
and  6  females),  compared  with  20  the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  recorded  in  the  Dis¬ 
trict  was  1359  compared  with  112  in  1969 « 
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On  page  1 6  of  this  Report,  figures  are  given  showing  the  number  of 
persons  immunised  and  vaccinated  during  the  year  under  review 0 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  County  Medical  Officer,  and  to  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board,  for  details  of  their  services  embodied  in  the  Report 0 
It  is  also  refreshing  to  add  that,  in  the  present  complexities  of  an  adminis¬ 
tration  thought  so  ripe  for  change ,  I  have  had  the  ready  co-operation  of

Evening  service  is  provided  for  elderly  people  who  are  bedridden  or 
housebound  and  have  no  one  to  assist  them  to  prepare  for  the  night  and 
includes  the  provision  of  a  light  meal  or  hot  drink  and  attention  to  fires ® 
Night  service  is  provided,  for  no  longer  than  three  weeks  unless  there  are 
exceptional  circumstances,  for  the  care  of  seriously  ill  people  who  are 
living  in  their  own  homes  and  who  need  attention  during  the  night®  In  some 
cases  the  service  is  provided  for  one  to  three  nights  a  week  to  give  relief 
to  relatives® 

Family  Care  Service 

After  consultation  with  the  Children 5 s  Department,  this  service  is 
provided  for  the  short-term  care  of  children  in  their  own  homes  during  the 
absence  of  the  mother  by  reason  of  admission  to  hospital  for  illness  or 
confinement  or  in  other  special  circumstances®  Help  is  given  only  to 
families  where  care  of  at  least  two  children  is  involved  and  the  period  of 
service  is  limited  to  three  months® 

Family  Welfare  Service 

This  service  is  provided,  with  the  parent 8 s  consent,  in  households 
where  the  habits,  behaviour  and  standards  of  living  of  the  family  are  much 
below  those  generally  accepted  in  the  society  in  which  they  live®  The 
three  main  objectives  of  the  service  are  to  raise  the  standard  of  living 
of  the  families,  to  improve  the  welfare  of  the  children,  and  to  keep  the 
families  together  and  prevent  their  break-up®  Intensive  training  for  a 
period  of  three  months  is  given  and  this  is  succeeded  by  a  follow-on 
service  for  nine  months®  In  families  where  there  is  medical  evidence  of 
mental  subnormality  the  continuance  of  the  service  after  the  initial  period 
of  three  months  may  be  approved  for  not  more  than  twelve  hours  a  week  until 
the  youngest  child  reaches  compulsory  school  age®

Sampling  is  carried  out  as  a  matter  of  routine  of  main  supplies  and 
samples  are  also  submitted  at  regular  intervals  from  private  supplies 
including  boreholes,  wells,  springs  and  rain  water  supplies.

Three  properties  previously  supplied  by  polluted  spring  water  were 
connected  to  the  main,  leaving  188  with  a  piped  supply  other  them  main.  In 
addition,  28  are  supplied  by  well  watero 

In  the  case  of  the  two  statutory  supply  undertaking  samples  which  were 
unsatisfactory,  further  samples  proved  the  water  to  be  highly  satisfactory. 

As  far  as  private  supplies  were  concerned,  thorough  cleansing  and 
super-chlorination  of  one  highly  suspect  supply  brought  about  a  major 
improvement.  In  another,  a  new  chlorination  plant  was  installed.  Some 
unsatisfactory  samples  resulted  from  breakdown  in  the  chlorination  plant  and 
the  supply  was  returned  to  satisfactory  condition  when  chlorination  was 
re-introduced. 

Little  progress  has  been  made  with  the  connection  of  Dunsdale  Estate, 
Westerham,  to  the  main,  but  at  the  end  of  the  year  investigation  was  being 
made  into  the  possibility  of  a  private  joint  main  supply  to  Dunsdale  and  the 
French  Street  areas.

No  important  mains  extensions  were  carried  out  during  the  yearD  The 
Company  now  supply  water  to  1,332  properties  in  Kemsing  and  44  properties  in 
part  of  Shorehairio 

The  ffptst  Surrey  Water  Company 

Routine  main  extensions  have  been  carried  out  in  the  area  where  necessary * 
In  addition  two  new  mains  originating  from  the  new  Bough  Beech  Pumping  Station 
have  been  laid,  one  to  Mark  Beech,  Hever,  and  the  other  to  Pootings  on  the 
Westerham/Edenbridge  border®  These  mains  will  be  used  in  due  course  to  augment 
the  supply  to  that  part  of  the  District  within  the  Company 8 s  statutory  area® 

Water  from  the  Bough  Beech  source  was  sent  to  supply  for  a  short  period 
during  December ,1970  and  January,  1971*  The  works  are  now  in  the  final  stages 
of  commissioning  and  decoration  and  it  is  anticipated  that  water  will  be  going 
permanently  to  supply  early  in  May,  1971 o 

The  Metropolitan  Water  Board 

No  important  mains  extensions  were  carried  out  during  the  year  in  that 
part  of  the  District  supplied  by  the  Board® 

®  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

As  a  result  of  sewer  extension  it  was  possible  to  connect  20  houses  at 
Chiddingstone  Causeway  and  two  at  Badgers  Mount ,  to  the  new  sewers ,  the  original 
cesspools  being  abolished® 

Nineteen  houses  were  provided  with  water-borne  systems,  the  bucket  closets 
originally  used  being  discontinued® 

One  cesspool  and  one  septic  tank  were  constructed  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors® 

MroRoJ®  Hills,  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  has  kindly  supplied  the  under¬ 
mentioned  information §- 


Sewage  Treatment  Works 

Work  was  commenced  on  the  new  tertiary  treatment  lagoon  system  at  Edenbridge 
Sewage  Works  and  is  due  for  completion  in  1971 °  This  system  will  supersede  the 
existing  single  experimental  lagoon  used  for  the  last  three  years  and  replace  the 
former  tertiary  treatment  method  of  land  irrigation® 

Minor  improvements  were  carried  out  at  Leigh  and  Weald  Sewage  Works  to 
improve  the  efficiency  of  operation® 
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Sewerage 


During  the  year,  932  lin®yds®  of  defective  foul  sewers  were  reconstructed, 
1,66?  lin<>  yds0  new  foul  sewers  provided,  and  30  properties  connected  to  main 
sewerage  for  the  first  time® 

All  major  centres  of  population  within  the  District  are  served  by  main 
foul  sewerage  systems  and  in  general  the  existing  sewerage  facilities  are 
adequate  ® 

The  Council’s  capital  works  programme  is  being  directed  toward  extending 
the  existing  sewer  systems  to  serve  the  less  densely  populated  outlying  areas 
and  improving  sewage  disposal  arrangements® 

The  following  areas  are  considered  most  to  be  in  need  of  main  drainage 
and  schemes  to  provide  these  facilities  are  either  in  course  of  preparation  or 
included  in  the  Council’s  rolling  programme  of  Capital  Works  for  the  next 
three  years. 

1®  Ide  Hill,  Sundridge 

2®  Burlings  Lane,  Knockholt® 

3®  Smarts  Hill  and  New  Road,  Penshurst® 

4«  Pilgrims  Way,  Otford® 

Approximately  280  properties  at  present  served  by  cesspools,  septic 
tanks  or  small  inadequate  sewage  treatment  plants  will  be  sewered  for  the 
first  time  by  the  foregoing  proposals® 

3®  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Work  Study  investigation  was  carried  out  during  the  year  on  the  cleansing 
-  services,  which  resulted  in  a  reduction  of  staff  from  58  to  46  men.  The  oper¬ 
ational  refuse  fleet  was  reduced  from  nine  to  eight  vehicles,  and  the  cesspool 
fleet  from  five  to  four® 


The  Work  Study  investigation  and  payment  of  incentive  bonus  has  resulted 
in  maintaining  weekly  collections  in  the  appropriate  areas,  and  l4  day 
collections  were  reduced  to  two  collections  in  three  weeks,  subject  to  the 
normal  delays  which  occur  during  holiday  and  sickness  periods®
